Transport Difficulties 
Many Americans are apt to overlook, in 
considering the war fronts as a whole, and 
evaluating American aid to the fighting na- 
tions, the tremendous difficulties of transport 


involved. Incomplete as our home development 


of war industry is, it is already true that much 
of the material aid we would like to send is 
terribly delayed because of problems of trans- 
port. 

The outstanding example at the present 
time is Russia. There is today, war material 
badly needed by the Russians which is lying, 
ready but unshipped at American ports, sim- 
ply because transport is not available. 

There are three entries into Russia for our 
goods. One is Archangel, another Viadivostok 
and the third the Persian Gulf ports. The 
capacity of any port is largely measured by its 
facilities for loading and unloading ships. These 
facilities are about twice as large at Archangel 
as at Vladivostok, and those of Vladivostok are 
more than twice as large as those of the Per- 
sian Gulf. It must be remembered, too, that 
the Vladivostok capacity is further limited by 
the bottleneck of the single-track trans-Si- 
berian railway, over which supplies for the 
Russian front must move. 

Hence the importance, first, of keeping the 
port of Archangel open and, secondly, of en- 
larging facilities in the Persian Gulf. } 

The report that British submarines have 
sunk 10 Axis troop and supply ships indicates 
a concentration of British sea force in that 
area for the purpose of keeping the port of 
Archangel safely in Russian hands. Thus, too, 
part of the importance of the successful Rus- 
sian defense of Leningrad. While that city 
stands it is extremely difficult, if not impos- 
sible, for the Germans to cut the supply route 
from Archangel to the Russian center. 

As for the Persian Gulf, American techni- 
cians and workers are already there, aiding in 
a program, now being rushed, for improvement 
and enlargement of port facilities. 


Who knows—we may have to go back to the

Value of NYA 
Little noticed has been the work of the Na- 
Youth Administration in providing 
trained or partially trained youth for the de- 
fense program. 

That the contribution has been great is in- 
dicated in the report that approximately 25,000 
have been employed from NYA rolls in direct 
defense industries, with a total of some 334,363 
leaving NYA for private employment of all 
types. Many of the 334,363 naturally have been 
absorbed in industries which are not classified 
as direct defense projects and ‘the sum total of 
the NYA contribution must be measured against 
this standard. 

The National Youth Administration for say- 
eral years has concentrated upon training for 
trades, and this concentration is now paying 
dividends. In Georgia, a resident project at 
Blythe Island is one of those training youths 
primarily for jobs in shipbuilding industries 
and supplying much of the personnel which 
will be needed for the Savannah and Bruns- 
‘wick yards. 

Without NYA training, thousands upon 
thousands of American youth would not be able 
to secure employment even in this day of 
mounting pay rolls and many would be the 
human bottlenecks in industry. Happily, the 
NYA looked ahead and the investment this 
country has made in youth under the New Deaf 
now is returning dividends that cannot be 
estimated.

SCRAP IRON COMES HOME Remember back a year ago 


and more when you used to 
see all those freight cars loaded with serap.iron in the yards and 
along the route as you peered from -your caf window? 

They started coming home yesterday. 

The Japanese, who bought those carloads of scrap steel, unloaded 
them on the Philippines and on Hawaii, singling out our bases and 
the two capital cities. 

This morning there are a few Americans dead with maybe a 
piece of our old stove in their heads or bellies. 

That long-awaited war, the one with “The Yellow Peril,” has 
come at last. No one wants war. But this is one war the American 
people mind less.than any other that.could have come. —- 

It may be the long years of talk about the inevitability of the 
war. It may be the growing arrogance of the Japanese in world 
affairs. 

Whatever it is, this is one war we will greet with enthusiasm. 

The American people will greet this war with a grim deter- 
mination to finish it up and to end the Japanese menace. 

The Japanese followed the technique of the “New Order.” 

They struck without warning while their envoys were meeting 
in Washington to discuss peace. They possess no more honor, no 
more character than the German government. Those absurd mem- 
bers of the ‘“‘America First’ committee who seem to think there is 
anything left such as honor or the keeping of a pledge by one of 
the Axis nations, ought now to keep their foolish, collective mouths 


closed. 
MUNICH IN THE PACIFIC Th amounted, in effect, 
Munieh in the Pacific. 

The Japanese, without notifying their peace envoys, used the 
two weeks’ time to get long distance submarines in the Pacific ship- 
ping lanes and along our coast. 

They employed the delay, while this nation sought peace, to 
move her attack close enough for air and naval engagement. 

This was, from the Japanese viewpoint, correct, 

War is not pretty. It never has been. 

William Tecumseh Sherman was the right sort of a man to fight 
a war. We do not like him, but he was right. 

This country will make a very grave error if it does not blast 
Japan with all it is able to throw at them. 

We badly were defeated yesterday. 

They blasted our naval bases in the Philippines and at Hawaii. 

They sank our ships at sea. 

They destroyed at least one of our war vessels. 

The loss of property and life cannot, at this writing, be estimated. 

While our soldiers and sailors, battleships and planes awaited 
the peace proposals, the Japanese struck swiftly and effectively. 

We are not yet ready for'a major war, but. we should be ready 
for Japan. 

We probably will be forced out of the Philippines because of this 
initial surprise attack with its heavy damage to property, personnel 
and to our materials of war. 

It is important to keep in mind that war is for the purpose of 
hurting the other nation. If we don’t take off the gloves: if we 
don’t begin to kill as many Japanese as we can, the war will be 
fumbled and drawn out. : 

It is inconceivable we should have been caught so asleep. 


PACIFIC DEFENSES The Japanese are not believed to have 
more than 5,000 airplanes. 

Their navy is.of unknown strength. Lack of knowledge about 
the actual strength of the Japanese navy has weakened American 
diplomacy for some years. 

Our defenses at Pearl Harbor populafly are supposed to be 
among the strongest in the world. 

That we made such a poor showing was to be expected, coming 
as it did under cover of might, unprovoked and at a time when 
the Japanese were asking for further peace negotiations. 

Our crews probably were enjoying liberty ashore. 

Our base forces likely were reduced by weekend leaves. 

Still, it is inconceivable our patrols should not have sighted the 
Japanese naval movements before they reached so close to Pearl 
Harbor. 

Our pre-1939 plans were not to defend the Philippines. 

Those plans have been changed by the success of German Stuka 
bombers and by air-bombings generally. 

For some weeks we have been sending large forces of bombers 
and fighters to the Philippines. Our last ships, already at sea for 
some days, are supposed to reach Manila about December 10. Some 
of these already have been sunk. Others may be. 

We will have to wait and see what our first blow will be and 
how effective are the Japanese defenses. 

Meanwhile, we may be reasonably sure that small “token” bomb- 
It 
will not be surprising if the Germans assist with a bomb load or 
so on New York or some other Atlantic coast city. 

The war has come. 

With it has come another lesson that appeasement doesn’t work. 

The scrap iron, the oil, the gasoline and the materials we sold 
Japan in an effort to “appease” her out of the European war are 
coming home and killing American citizens, soldiers and sailors. 


The First Step in Solving 
A Problem Is To 
State It Clearly 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


A recent newspaper article by a famous lady author contains 
a statement beginning with the words: “The Negro thinks.” It is 
a silly thing to say, for few if any white people know what any 
Negro thinks. And to imply that all Negroes think the same 
thing is patently absurd. 

The Negroid tribes in Africa differ as widely as the Eskimos, 
Sioux,. Incas and Aztecs of the Americas. Some of the Negroes - 
brought to America as slaves were proud, clean and intelligent; 
some were primitive, light-hearted, simple and filthy. 

These differences were magnified by the addition of white blood. . 
Most of the Negroes, except in the deep south, have some admixture 
of white blood-—in some instances the blood of aristocrats: in 
others the blood of trash. And their ideas and intellectual capaci- 
ties are as different as their racial inheritances. The rich, Har- 
vard-bred Negroes of New York despise the poor and simple of 
their own race. 

The race problem introduced by slave traders will be with us’ 
forever. It cannot be solved by sentimentalists who ignore facts, 
It can be dealt with intelligently only by recognizing the funda- 
mental facts that cannot be wished away. The two races are dif- 
ferent and nothing can make them alike. Race “prejudice” is 
apparently inherent—placed’' in us by nature, as in other animals, 
to keep the race pure. The fact that children do not share it means 
nothing. Children have no understanding of ethics, either. 

Yet despite their ineradicable differences, the two races can live 
together in peace and amity if they will—and if each locality will 
attend to its own business. The proof is in the fact that they do 
so live in many regions today. 

The way not to handle the race problem ‘is illustrated by Har- 
lem, where recent increase of crime has focused the nation’s 
attention. 

Harlem is a poverty-ridden Negro gretto. Its death rate for 
tuberculosis is five times that of white sections of New York. Its 
sylphillts death rate is eight times as high. Its infant mortality 
rate it twice as high, and its maternal death rate three times that 
of the rest of the city. 

All of these factors explain the crime record. More than one- 
third of the inmates of New York’s penal institutions ave Nesroes, 
though they comprise only a fraction of the population. Compare 
this with the situation in South Carolina, where the two races are 
nearly even in number. A recent survey revealed that more than 
half of the law-breakers were white. 

This is sufficient evidence that Negroes given an opportunity to 
work and earn a living are useful, self-respecting and well-behaved 
people.

Texas Aggies, for instance, are apt to find that Jimmy 
Nelson can run, kick and throw that football almost as 
well as anybody. 


It’s virtually an impossible task to pick out the 
best 11 men. I'll never forget one year listening in 
on an Alabama-Stanford Rose Bowl broadcast and 
hearing Grant Rice, commenting on the game, say- 
ing how dreadful he felt in failing to pick Dixie 
Howell on that year’s All-America. Dixie, who gave 
one of the greatest passing exhibitions in collabora- 
tion with Don Hutson that intersectional football 
-ever had seen, was overlooked. Ace Parker is anoth- 
er who was unwittingly ignored. 


No All-America team ever should be picked until the 
regular season is over. For instance, it is the height of 
folly to think that America’s leading ground gainer, anv 
year, is not an All-American. He’s bound to be if he’s 
playing in a major schedule. He should be unanimous. 
And the leading scorer on a major team—that is, nation- 
ally—certainly should make them all. The second best 
logically make up the remainder of the backfield. 


Amazing Texas Texas has finished one of the 

} most amazing years a major 
team ever had. The Longhorns began Dana Bible’s fifth 
year by routing all opposition, leading up to the Baylor 
game. Incredibly Baylor held Texas to a tie. And the 
next week Texas Christian won. 

Then the crushing Texas outfit regained its form as 
quickly as it had been lost, walloped the old rival, Texas 
A. & M., and Saturday finished the season with a 71-7 
victory over the Oregon webfoots.

He said the 
boys were pretty well fed up with football, in view 
of some rather rough treatment they got after being 
tied by Baylor and losing to T. C. U.

Union Shop by 
Federal Board 


Lewis. Steelman Vote for 
Pact, Fairless Casts Neg- 
ative Ballot. 


YORK, Dec. 7.—(4)-—The 
United Mine Workers of America 
(CIO) tonight won a 2-to-1 arbi- 
tration board decision awarding a 
union shop in captive mines 
owned by the countrys major 
steel producers 

The decision was announced by 
Dr. John R. Steelman, chairman 
of the board, who was granted a 
leave of absence as director of tne 
United States Conciliation Service 
to head the arvitrators. 

John L.’ Lewis, president the 
union, agreed with Steelman in 
the majority opinion. Benajmin 
F. Fairless, president of the United 
States Steel Corporation, dissented 
minority opinion. 

The eight steel companies, hav- 
ing previously agreed to abide by 
the decision of the board, appoint- 
ed by President Roosevelt after 
the recent captive mine strike, 
will be compellec as a result 
the board’s award to sign the Ap- 
palach} a2reement, which 
IS in ei veen the union and 
all but a ne portion of the 
country's coal producers.
